PUBLIC WORKS FUNDS 
FUR NATIONAL DEFENSE 


$25,000,000 Allotted for Fight- 
ing Planes and Motorization 
Program. 


By the Associated Presa. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—A $25,- 
000,000 allotment for national de- 
fense, to include several hundred 
additional fighting planes and a 
$10,000,000 army motorization pro- 
gram, was approved today by the 
Public Works Administration. 
In addition, $6,412,690 was set 
aside for other Federal projects in 
the effort to increase employment. 
These were scattered widely 
throughout the nation. 
The $15,000,000 for aviation ¢on- 
struction is to be apportioned be- 
tween the War and Navy Depart- 
ments on a basis as yet undeter 
mined. If evenly divided, experts 
said each branch would obtain 
about 200 planes. 
This would be roughly half the 
number the Navy is seeking. More 
than 100 will be needed for the 
new aircraft carrier Ranger when 
it is launched and nearly 300 for 
the vessels to be constructed in the 
$238,000,000 building program, Navy 
officials say. 
With its $10,000,000 allotment, the 
Army will substitute motor power 
for horse and mule power in the 
non-combat branches of the _ ser- 
vice. The money is considerably 
less than the amount sought. 
Other allocations included $19,500 
to the Commerce Department for 
installation of airway lighting be- 
tween Louisville and Indianapolis, 
$683,190 to the Public Health Ser- 
vice for construction work at vari- 
ous places, $3,300,000 to the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey for field sur- 
veys and triangulation work, $433,- 
000 to the State Department for 
the International Boundary Com- 
mission in the construction of an 
international -food control waterway 
at Nogales, Ariz., and $100,000 for 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs to im- 
prove Indian villages in Alaska.

Police Raid Reported to 
Have Uncovered Incrim- 
inating Documents in Her 
Possession.

VIENNA, Oct. 21—Charged with 
participation in a Nazi conspiracy 
against Austria, Prince Bernhard 
von Sachsen-Meinigen was sent to 
jail today for six weeks and his 
wife was made priscner “for an 
indefinite” period in her husband’s 
castle in Carinthia. 

Police who arrested Prince Bern- 
hard in Carinthia because his auto- 
mobile carried a Hitlerite flag in 
the streets of Klagenfurt, disclosed 


that they had confiscated many in- 
criminating documents, including a 
letter to Dr. Paul Joseph Goebbels, 
the German propaganda minister, 
from the Prince. The contents of 
the letter were not given out. 

It was officially emphasized that 
Princess Margot would be a pris- 
oner in her own castle and would 
not be permitted to receive visitors 
or otherwise communicate with the 
outside world. 

“And,” it was added pointedly, 
“care will be taken to keep the 
German consul away.” 
Phone Message Rouses Suspicion. 
Prince Bernhard aroused _ sus- 
picions at the police station where 
he was taken when he asked per- 
mission to telephone his wife at his 
castle near Pitzelstaetten. 
Police said. they overheard him 
instruct her to “destroy the docu- 
ments.” Thereupon the authorities 
notified officials in Pitzelstaetten. 
Twelve armed policemen went at 
once to the castle. They arrested 
Princess Margot, searched the 
house and grounds, and found the 
documents. 
She was questioned extensively 
at Klagenfurt, but was later re- 
turned to the castle under the 
guard of detectives. 
Recently the Prince attracted 
considerable attention by hoisting 
a German flag on the castle. 
The exact nature of the alleged 
conspiracy was not revealed, but 
police said they found the entire 
office files of the Klagenfurt dis- 
trict Nazi headquarters in the cas- 
tle along with propaganda. the 
Prince was said to have brought 
from Munich. 

“Brown Carinthia.” 

A sardonic feature of the whole 
affair is that the Prince and Prin- 
céss were two of the many aristo- 
cratic Germans expressly invited tos 
Austria after the war “to make 
Carinthia more German.” These 
hundreds of thoroughly German 
aristocrats from the north and 
thousands of German farmers and 
tradesmen have performed their 
mission so well that when Germany 
became Nazi they and most of Ca- 
rinthia became Nazi, too, with the 
result that it is now known in Vien- 
na as “Brown Carinthia.” They 
retained their German citizenship. 
Six detectives guarded the Prin- 
cess tonight in 8-hour watches. 
A representative of the Associat- 
ed Press who was permitted to tel- 
ephone the castle was told by a 
woman friend of the Princess that 
Princess Margot bore up well but 
“went to her room and had a good

TOMB OF MOSES REPORTED 
UNCOVERED ON MOUNT NEBO 


Franciscan Archeologists Excavate 
Stone Which Early Christians 
Said Marked Burial Place.

JERUSALEM, Oct..21.—A stone 
alleged by early Christians to mark 
the tomb of Moses has been found 
by the Franciscan archeological ex- 
pedition working on Mount Nebo. 

The Bible states that Moses was 
buried on Mount Nebo after he had 
led the children of Israel within 
sight of the Promised Land. 

The ruins of a church dating from 
the fifth century have been found 
on the mountain. The eastern end 
of the church is said to go back 
to the fourth century. 

This church, the archeologists 
say, was visited by St. Sylvia of 
Aquitains an early Christian pil- 
grim, who wrote a description of it. 
The stone pointed out to St. Sylvia 
as the tomb of Moses was found in 
front of the pulpit.

MARION, Ind., Oct. 21.—Mrs. 
Betty Gerke Lindley, 30 years old, 
today sought annulment of her 
marriage to Lee R. Lindley, 57, 
wealthy Marion manufacturer. 
Mrs. Lindley, a former resident of 
Marshalltown, Va., and once secre- 
tary to Gov. James Rolph Jr. of 
California, was married to Lindley 
in Chicago May 13, 1933, after an 
airplane flight by the bride from 
California. 
In the suit for annulment Mrs. 
Lindley alleged her husband had 
promised to pay her $5000 on per- 
formance of the marriage ceremony 
and $1000 on each anniversary. She 
alleged the first payment has not 
been made and that Lindley said he 
does not intend to make the others. 
Lindley said the filing of the suit 
was a surprise to him. 
Mrs. Lindley in addition to the 
annulment asked a judgment of 
$30,000 and $2500 attorney’s fees.

ROOSEVELT WIL 
ADDRESS NATION 
“ATS TONIGHT 


Farm Unrest, Criticism of 
NRA and His Overture to 
Soviet Russia Possible 
Topics for Radio Talk. 


URGES CO-OPERATION 
OF COLONIAL TIMES 


President Speaks at Chester- 
town, Md.—Senator Nor- 
ris Declares for Currency 
Expansion. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was in the old 


colonial town of Chestertown, Md., 
today receiving an honorary LL.D. 
degree from Washington College, 
but between times he was pattern- 
ing the address which he will de- 
liver on the radio at 10 p. m. tomor- 
row (9 p. m. St. Louis time). He 
returned to Washington tonight. 

The radio address was expected 
to be another of his explanations 
of his policies. Criticism of the 
NRA, the rising unrest on the 
farms and the question of negotia- 
tions with Soviet Russia were on 
his mind. 

The farm situation, precipitated 
by the strike called in the wheat 
belt and the denunciation of the 
NRA program by Gov. Charles W. 
Bryan of Nebraska, was claiming 
the most serious thought of the en- 
tire administration. 

Roosevelt Urges Co-operation. 

Speaking at ceremonies inaugu- 
rating Dr. Gilbert Wilcox Meade as 
nineteenth president of Washington 
College, President Roosevelt called 
the nation to the “spirit of co-oper- 
ation of Colonial days. 

Disdaining the five-year and 10- 
year programs of some countries 
which have a dictator,” he went 
on to declare: 

“In this country, which has not 
a dictator, we can, I think, move 
further toward our goal without 
giving it a definite terms of years.” 
But he emphasized that the spir- 
it of co-operation was the vital ele- 
ment for recovery and harked back 
to George Washington as a leader 
against class distinctions and the 
pioneer of co-operation. 

“We have accomplished much in 
the last few months,” said _ the 


in a couple of months.” 

“In wealth and education,” said 
the President, “there is represented 
only a minority of the people. As 
I recall the words of a professor 
in my school, the wider a distribu- 
tion of wealth there isin the proper 
way, the more we can make it pos- 
sible for the men and women of 
the land to have the necessities of 
life in such shape that they will 
not have to lie awake at night 
worrying where the food for to- 
morrow will come from. Then, and 
only then, will we have the secur- 
ity necessary for the country. 
“Today we are making many 
changes in the machinery of life— 
not in government alone. It is per- 
fectly proper, but at the same time 
old-fashioned boyhood ideals, the 
old-fashioned principles are things 
that are going to keep this country 
going.” 

Norris for Currency Expansion. 
There were many items before the 
President today as he planned his 
tomorrow night’s speech. Senator 
Norris, the Nebraska Republican 
independent who supported Roose- 
velt in the last campaign, reiterat- 
ed today his belief that currency 
expansion was the peg on which an 
immediate uplift in farm prices 
must be hung. 

The Norris explanation of his 
position was made in reply to a re- 
quest from Edward Keating, editor 
of Labor, the official publication of 
railway unions. Norris said in 
part: 

“I wired the President that I 
ought he could accomplish this de- 
sired result (restoring purchasing 
power of the farmer) by issuing 
new money instead of new interest- 
bearing securities in his call for the 
refunding of the $1,500,000,000 of the 
Fourth Liberty bonds. 

“This would save the taxpayers 
interest on the bonds, which inter- 
est amounts to more than $65,000, 
000 a year. It would increase the 
currency by the amount of. the 
bonds canceled, and would be a 
great step in restoring the purchas- 
ing power of the farmer. . 

“TI. am wholeheartedly following 
the President, but-I am earnestly 
advising him that, in my judgment, 
expansion of the currency is neces- 
sary so that those in debt can pay 
what they owe in dollars of the 
game value as they borrowed when 
they went into debt.” . 

Senator Hastings’ (Rep.), Dela- 
ware, asked the President for a 
definite statement on what he in- 
tends to do with respect to money.

WOLF SHOT DEAD 200 YARDS 
FROM ST. LOUIS CITY LIMITS 


Animal Chasing Chickens Is Killed 
With .22 Rifle in West 
Walnut Mahor. 


Charles Horst killed a wolf Fri- 
day afternoon in the back yard of 
his home, 5200 Hamilton avenue, 
West Walnut Manor, 200 yards 
from the St. Louis city limits. 


The boldness and persistence of 
the animal virtually convinced 
Horst at first that it was not a 
real wolf, but the proverbial wolf 
at the door, and that it was about 
to take the doorknob in its teeth. 

A neighbor told Horst some ani- 
mal was after his chickens. It 
dropped the one it had seized when 
Horst chased it, but, instead of 
fleeing, circled about the yard, 
seized a second, dropped it when 
Horst shouted and waved his arms, 
then captured a_ third chicken. 
Horst hit it with a stone and it 
dropped that one and started for 
the Horst garage, where there were 
more chickens. 

Horst sent his son for a weapon 
and the boy returned with a .22- 
caliber single-shot rifle. With that 
Horst shot the animal, the bullet 
entering at the ear. He collected 
a $10 State bounty at Clayton yes- 
terday. 

The last wolf on which a bounty 
was paid in St. Louis County was 
killed near Fox Springs last year. 


FOOTBALL CAPTAIN KILLED

St. Albans’ Academy Player Dies 
of Broken Neck; Contest 
Is Halted.

SYCAMORE, Ill., Oct. 21.—Lud- 
wig Sunde Jr., 17 years old, of Chi- 
cago, was fatally injured today

Sunde, who was a senior and 
captain of the team, died 10 min- 
utes after he was carried from the 
field near the end of the first half. 
Doctors said the death was caused 
by a broken neck. The game was 
called after word was received of 
his death.

Dr. Charles L. Street, headmas- 
ter of the academy, who conducted 
an investigation, said the boy was 
fatally injured when his neck was 
twisted into an unnatural position. 


ROOSEVELT TO VOTE BY MAIL 


Asks for Absentee Ballots for Elec- 
tion on Nov. 7.

21—For the first time in many 
years, President Roosevelt will not 
vote in person at his usual Hyde 
Park polling place on election day, 
Nov. 7.

RCLICE FRAUD

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—Robert J. 
Byers, welfare officer and depart- 
ment adjutant of the American 
Legion, in Michigan, and George 
S. Krieger, New York merchant, 
were convicted today by a Federal 
Court jury on a charge of conspir- 
ing to defraud the Government 
through a plan of reselling surplus 
army goods. 

Judge John Knight of Buffalo, 
presiding, sentenced each defend- 
ant to a year and a day in the 
Northeastern Federal penitentiary 
at Lewisburg, Pa., and to pay a fine 
of $2000 each. The jury, which had 
been out about five hours, recom- 
mended leniency. 

The men were accused of obtain- 
ing surplus army goods at less 
‘than cost for free distribution 
among the poor and reselling part 
of them at a profit. 

During the trial, which started 
Oct. 10, it was testified that Byers 
went to Washington and obtained 
army goods at low prices. He told 
Congressmen and other officials, 
the indictment charged, that all 
the goods would be distributed to 
the poor by the Legion or welfare 
agencies which would take them 
off the Legion’s hands at the prices 
charged by the army, plus 10 per 
cent for freight and handling. 


Merchandise that cost Byers $23,- 
600 was distributed by welfare agen- 
cies, which paid the cost plus 10 per 
cent, and eventually the State of 
Michigan received $9000 worth 
(Government sales values) for dis- 
tribution. The remainder, repre- 
senting a cost of $7400 in Govern- 
ment values, allegedly was sold at 
much higher figures, in some cases, 
Prager said, from 100 to 150 per 
cent higher. 

An investigation resulted from an 
inquiry by a buyer for a mail order 
house who had agreed tentatively to 
pay $62,500 for army goods as yet 
unsold. The buyer dealt with Kreig- 
er, who had received sacks and 
cases of merchandise from buyers. 
He became suspicious and com- 
municated with American Legion 
officers in New York who said 
neither Byers nor Krieger had a 
right to profit by sale of the goods. 
The War Department was notified 
and the matter was turned over to 
the Department of Justice.

DEAN’S AFFIDAVIT

ATHENS, Oct. 21.—Extradition 
of Samuel Insull, indicted former 
Chicago utilities magnate, appeared 
a virtual certainty today after the 
first clash between Insull’s defense 
and U. S. representatives in the 
Chamber of the Greek Court of Ap- 
peals. 

Three sessions of the court, one 
devoted to the prosecution and two 
to the Insull defense, required a full 
day, and the defense attorneys 
were ordered to continue their argu- 
ments at 10 o’clock tomorrow. A 
verdict is expeceed late Sunday 
night or Monday morning. 

After Public Prosecutor Reghan- 
acos detailed the American Federal 
charges against Insull in the col- 
lapse of his Mid-West Utilities 
chain and demanded extradition of 
Insull as a “swindler” in order that 
“justice might be done” in America, 
the day was occupied by the de- 
fense. 

Law Dean Alds Insull. 3 

Greek attorneys pictured Insull 
as an “innocent victim” of the 
1929 crash, and introduced two sur- 
prise affidavits by Dr. John Henry 
Wigmore, Dean Emeritus of the 
Law School of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, holding that Insull’s extra- 
dition was being sought under 
American laws which no American 
court would recognize today. 

The scene of the hearing was a 
tiny courtroom, more than 6000 
miles from Chicago. During the re- 
cesses of the court, Insull nervous- 
ly bit and chewed cigars, apparent- 
ly trying to maintain an air of con- 
fidence that he would again thwart 
attempts to bring him to trial for 
fraudulent bankruptcy and manipu- 
lation of securities shares and. re- 
serves. 

Though the court still has the 
case under advisement and Insull’s 
lawyers are still in the process of 
winding up, observers think Insull 
will be extradited, and will be 
taken to America by Forrest Har- 
ness, Assistant American Attorney- 
General, aboard the Greek steamer 
Byron leaving Athens, Nov. 9, and 
arriving in New York, Nov. 26. 

Insull Biography Read. 

Court President Panegyrakis is 
one of Greece’s leading jurists. ’ 

Insull was apparently annoyed by 
the continuous legal sallies of his 
chief counsel, Christos Ladas, and 
Prosecutor Reghanacos. One of the 
judges interrupted the defense, de- 
manding a biographical sketch of 
the indicted magnate. The latter's 
attorney read a glowing account 
of Insull’s life into the records. 

The first hint of the attitude of 
the court came when Justice Digen- 
opoulos, cross-questioning Assistant 
Insull] Counsel Rhallis, remarked 
that it was evident that the Insull 
companies had illegally juggled 
their stocks on the New York and 
other stock exchanges. 

The defense in answer presented 
a legal opinion that dividend pay- 
ments from the reserves of.a com- 
pany operating under a deficit did 
not necessarily make the transac- 
tion illegal.

DES MOINES, Ia., Oct. 21.—Milo 
Reno, president of the National 
Farmers’ Holiday Association, left 
tonight for Chicago to carry his 
plea for support of a national farm 
strike, which started at noon today, 
to industrial labor. Announcing his 
departure for a conference on Mon- 
day with A. F. Whitney of Cleve- 
land, president of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen, Reno said 
that “every effort would be made 
to enlist the moral support of all 
other groups of society.” 

To the cause of the non-buying, 
non-selling strike, Reno summoned 
the nation’s 30,000,000 farm popu- 
lation, 

Appealing for support from mem- 
bers and non-members of the Holi- 
day Association alike, Reno assert- 
ed that the strike was a battle to 
determine “whether the farmer 
shall become a peasant, the menial 
slaves of the usurers and the in- 


dustrialists,” or retain the inde 
pendence “inherited from his 
fathers.” 


Letter to State Associations. 

In a letter to State association 
presidents, Reno advised that 
“schools, churches, civic institu- 
tions, labor groups can be in- 
formed, not only as to the justness 
of the farmer's cause, but also that 
every business will suffer if the 
farmers’ purchasing power is not 
restored, and that the life of the 
republic is, at this time, hanging in 
the balance.” 

“Cost of production” for farm 
products is the basic demand of 
the heliday members. . 

Nebraska’s holiday president, H. 
C. Parmenter, conferred with asso- 
ciates at.Omaha to plan a curtail- 
ment of that city’s milk supply. 
Picketing would be used, he said, 
“unless we have the proper co-op- 
eration.” 

Although Gov. William Langer’s 
wheat,embargo in North Dakota re- 
mained nominally in effect, rail- 
roads continued to transport wheat 
from the State. Sheriffs, ordered to 
enforce the bar on grain shipping, 
awaited formal instructions. 

Gov. Bryan on Strike. 

From Nebraska came Gov. 
Charles Bryan’s prediction that the 
strike might obtain higher produce 
prices in shorter time than the Féd- 
eral Government’s program. He 
sought assurance, however, from 
holiday leaders that the movement 
would not tolerate violence. 

Ohio holiday officials indicated 
their intention to meet within the 
next two weeks to determine a 
course of action. New York dairy 
farmers planned to meet tomor- 
row to consider a strike, asserting 
that, if called, it would be in co- 
operation with the holiday associa- 
tion. 

From Walter M. Singler of Ap- 
pleton, Wis., president of the Wis- 
consin milk pool, a telegram came 
to Reno, expressing hope “that the 
holiday association will stand by 
you to thé finish.” .

a saving of 25 per cent in the pres- 
ent greatly reduced expenditures 
from the general revenue fund, it 
would amount to less than $150,000 
a month. 

Vote Likely on Bond Issue. 
There is not likely to be much op- 
position to the Governor’s proposal 
for submission of a $15,000,000 bond 
issue for rebuilding and repairing 
State eleemogynary and penal insti- 
tutions, the principal and interest 
to be met by doubling the corpora- 
tion franchise tax. By no means 
is the bond issue unanimously 
favored by the Legislature, but it 
appears that there is little if any 
opposition to submitting it to a 
vote. 

Practically all the bills to carry 
the relief program into effect were 
introduced in the Legislature last 
week and committee hearings will 
begin this week. 

The liquor control bills to repeal 
the State bone-dry law and provide 
for the regulation of the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquor, 
and for taxes and licenses have not 
been introduced, but Senator Don- 
nelly of Lebanon, majority floor 
leader, expects to have them ready 
within a few days. 

The bills prepared by Donnelly 
will follow the recommendations of 
Gov. Park’s Advisory Committee on 
Liquor Control, which proposed a 
State Commission to license deal- 
ers in package liquors, and hotels 
and restaurants to serve by the 
individual drink. 

Casey Against New Board. 
While it is expected there will be 
objections from the dry organiza- 
tions to these bills, none so far has 
appeared at the capital, though F. 
A. Tate, superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon League, was in Jefferson 
City several days last week “look- 
ing the ground over.” Senator Ca- 
sey, a wet, has announced his op- 
position to the creation of a Com- 
mission, insisting the work of ad- 
ministering the law should be 
given to an existing Commission 
or officer.. He suggested the State 
Health Commissioner. Casey also is 
opposed to using liquor as a major 
means of obtaining revenue. A 
larger tax than 50 cents a gallon 
on whisky, he said, would mean a 
prohibitive cost for legal liquor 
which would keep the bootlegger 
on the job. 

Under legislative procedure little 
can be done the first week of a ses- 
sion except receive bills. They must 
be printed before they can be re- 
ferred to committees and actual 
consideration of them cannot begin 
until the second week. 

Senator Kinney of St. Louis, 
president pro tem of the Senate, 
and Speaker Meredith of the House 
probably will appoint special com- 
mittees, one in each house, to han- 
dle the liquor bills. Meredith said 
he expected to announce the House 
committee tomorrow.

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WALLACE CONSIDERING LOANS 


TO DOMESTIC SUGAR GROWERS 


Any Such Arrangement Would Be 
.  Predicated on Production 
Control Agreement. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace an- 
nounced today that he was consid- 


ering a plan to grant loans to do- 
mestic cane and beet sugar growers 
in an effort to increase the return 
on their product. It was empha- 
sized the plan still was tentative 
and that many details remained to 
be settled before final decision. 

Any loan plan would be predicat- 
ed, officials said, on a production 
control arrangement under which 
the producer would agree not to 
expand acreage. 

The loan might approximate six 
dollars a ton, it was said, and the 
processed sugar could be held as 
security. Puerto Rican and Hawaii- 
an producers may be eligible to 
borrow, although it was said this 
had not been’ decided. 

A processing tax on sugar is be- 
ing studied, suggestions having 
been made that the levy be one- 
tenth of a cent a pound, and money 
raised through this means might

ROOSEVELT NOTE 


Expresses Belief That “‘Of- 
ficial Contact Will Prove 
Only First Step Toward 
Rapprochement.”

MOSCOW, Oct. 21.—“On the dark 
background of the present state of 
international relationships Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s message is a pleas- 
ing fact,” says the newspaper 
Izvestia today, in commenting’ on 
the acceptance of the American 
President’s offer “to explore all 
questions outstanding between the 
two countries.” 

Maxim Litvinoff has been desig- 
nated by Mikhail Kalinin, presi- 
dent of the Soviet Central Execu- 
tive Committee, as Russia’s repre- 
sentative in the conference 

The editorial comment was vol- 
uminous, but Soviet officialdom ab- 
stained from an enlargement of the 
views set forth in the Government- 
controlled press. le 

It is understood Litvinoff prob- 
ably will be accompanied by no 
other Government officials and that 
his entourage may consist entirely 
of secretaries. 

It was considered not unlikely 
that he will sail on the liner Man- 
hattan from Havre Oct. 28, al- 
though there has been no announce- 
ment on these points. 

“Soviet economists now dis- 
cussing import plans in connection 
with the second five-year plan nat- 
urally anticipate such results from 
the Washington negotiations as 
will give a strong impetus to the 
development of trade with the 
United States,” Izvestia says, “the 
heightened interest of the United 
States to the U. S. S. R. reflects an 
ever-growing conviction that excep- 
tionally favorable conditions exist 
for the widest co-operation between 
the two countries in the most 
varied fields. 

“The exchange of messages be- 
tween President Roosevelt and 
President Mikhail Kalinin will pro- 
duce great satisfaction. 

“In the course of 16 years Soviet 
Russia has established stable and 
normal relations with its neigh- 


bors. We wish to believe that the 
establishment of official contact 
will prove only thet first step 


toward a rapprochement of two 
great countries which certainly will 
be welcomed by all sincere friends 
of peace.”

Roosevelt’s Friendly Soviet Note 
First Break in Uncompromising 
Attitude Adopted by U. S. in 1917 


Hughes, as Secretary of State, Outlined Policy 
in Such Stinging Terms, Russia Refused 
Thereafter to Take Initiative.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21. — Pres- 


ident Roosevelt’s friendly letter to 
President Kalinin of Soviet Russia 
opening the door to formal diplo- 
matic recognition of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics is in 
marked contrast with the uncom- 
promising attitude taken by the 


four previous administrations, be- 
ginning with President Wilson's. 
The President's letter did not 
come as a surprise to Washington 
correspondents, although the State 
Department up until yesterday af- 
ternoon officially held that there 
had been no change in American 
policy toward the Soviet Union. 
The old uncompromising policy 
was announced in its most abrupt 
form by Secretary of State Charles 
Evans Hukhes, now Chief Tustice 
of the United States. In 1923 Hughes 
wrote to the People’s Commissar 
for Foreign Affairs Tchicherin one 
of the bluntest notes in diplomatic 
history. The American note was 
so stinging that the Soviet leaders 
refused thereafter to make the ini- 
tiative gesture looking to diplo- 
matic reltaions between the two 
countries. 
Coolidge’s Point of View. 


President Coolidge, in his first 
message to Congress in December, 
1923, had indicated that the Unit- 
ed States was ready to recog- 
nize Soviet Russia if the Bolshevik 
leaders would agree beforehand to 
certain conditions, 

“Whenever,” said President Cool- 
idge, “there appears any disposi- 
tion to compensate our citizens 
who were despoiled, and to recog- 
nize that debt contracted with our 
Government, not by the Czar but 
by the newly formed Republic of 
Russia; whenever the active spirit 
of enmity to our institutions is 
abated; wiienever there appear 
works meet for repentance, our 
country ought to be the first to go 
to the economic and moral rescue 
of Russia.”

Dates Back to 1917. 


The American policy dated back 
to 1917, when Ambassador David R. 
Francis of St. Louis declared that 
the Soviet Government was “estab- 
lished by force and not recognized 
by the Russian people.” Ambassador 
Farncis characterized Lenin and 
Trotzky as “reckless adventurers” 
and refused to communicate offi- 
cially with Trotzky, then People’s 
Commissar for foreign affairs. 

Although it is known that Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull has fa- 
vored negotiations looking toward 
the recognition of Russia, he has 
constantly refused to make any of- 
ficial statement. As late as today 
he declined to answer queries rée- 
lating to the President’s action, re- 
ferring all questioners to the White 
House. 

President Roosevelt has said that 
he and Commissar Litvinoff will 
sit at a table and seek ways to 
solve the problems outstanding be- 
tween the two countries. These 
are, from the American standpoint, 
the “effective compensation” for 
confiscated private property, the 
Kerensky debt, and the alleged 
Moscow-inspired Communistic prop- 
aganda in this country. 

Litvinoff is expected to advance 
arguments for Russia’s counter- 
claims against the United States 
arising from American participa- 
tion in the Archangel and Siberian 
expeditionary forces. Russia also 
has the problem of capitalistic or 
individualistic propaganda within 
the Soviet Union. That is the rea- 
son Tchicherin informed Secretary 
Hughes that his Government was 
ready to negotiate “on the prin- 
ciple of mutual non-intervention in 
internal affairs.” In non-diplomatic 
language that means that neither 
Government would try to overthrow 
the institutions of the other. 

Litvinoff is credited with being 
one of the most accomplished nego- 
tiators in the world. President 
Roosevelt personally will present 
the American proposals. His letter 
to President Kalinin indicates that 
he will not take an uncompromising 
attitude. That letter, in fact, pos- 
sibly marked the end of an epoch 
in Soviet-American relations.

“The Bureau of Identification 
operated by the Department of Jus- 
tice is. one of the most important 
aids we have.

BERLIN, Oct. 21.—Judges and 
newspapermen followed the route 


today which Marinus van der 
Lubbe said he took Feb. 27 in fir- 
ing the Reichstag Building, and the 


question was raised whether the 
young Dutchman alone could have 
started the biaze in 20 minutes. 

The court, which is hearing incen- 
diarism charges against Van der 
Lubbe and four others, spent two 
hours in going over the route. 

Reporters took 50 minutes for a 
casual inspection of the route, 
whereas testimony has been offered 
that Van der Lubbe not only found 
his way through the dark building 
but placed firebrands in the 20 
minutes. 

Van der Lubbe has steadfastly 
maintained on the stand that no 
one helped him set the fire. 

Only a few witnesses were heard 
today, among them a laborer named 
Organistka, who testified the ar- 
son was planned long ago by Van 
der Lubbe. Organistka said -he met 
Van der Lubbe and a companion 
a year ago on a walking tour in 
Southern Germany. During a dis- 
cussion over Organistka’s wearing 
of a Nazi swastika emblem, the wit- 
ness quoted Van der Lubbe as say- 
ing that “the Reichstag’s days are 
numbered.” When he left the walk- 
ers, Organistka testified, he told 
them: “Your politics is doomed; 
there is only one Nazi-ism.” 

To this, he said, Van der Lubbe 
replied: “If that becomes true, then 
it will be done with fire and sul- 
phur.”

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PCKREL DENIES” 
WIFE'S STORY I 
DIVORCE HEARING 


Says He Told Her He Was 

- “Through Taking Her 
to Parties’ After, Not Be- 
fore, Social Affair. 


Ray E. Pickrel told’ his wife he 
was “through taking her to parties” 
the morning after a party at Hotel 
Coronado, he testified yesterday, 
and not, as his wife had testified, 
when they were preparing to go to 
the party. The remark was made, 
he said, because he objected to his 
wife’s conduct at the party. 

The suit; in which Pickrel seeks 
a divorce on the ground of gen- 
eral indignities, was taken under 
advisement by Circuit Judge Mc- 
Elhinney at Clayton at the conclu- 
sion of the hearing. Pickrel, who 
had testified earlier, was the last 
witness, offering rebuttal  testi- 
mony. He is president of the Pick- 
rel Walnut Co., and principal owner 
of the Pumicite Co. 

He denied other testimony of his 
wife, who is contesting the suit, 
stating that he had not complained 
about the food served in their 
home, and that his automobile, 
which his wife had testified was 
used by Miss Goldie Griffin, an em- 
ploye of the Pumicite Co., had been 
paid for by the company and was 
used by several of its employes. 

Denies “Roly-Poly” Letter. 

Miss Griffin, red-haired divorcee, 
who is 40 years old, and who, Mrs. 
Pickrel testified, had been friendly 
with her husband, was on the wit- 
ness stand yesterday and Friday. 
She testified she was “not inter- 
ested” in Pickrel, and that her as- 
sociations with him had been en- 
tirely of a business nature. 

She was asked about two notes 
which Mrs. Pickrel had testified she 
found in her husband’s pockets. 
One of them, referred to as the 
“roly-poly letter,” Miss Griffin said 
she had not written. In it. the 
writer mentioned she was drinking 
two quarts of milk a day, and 
“when you see me again I will be 
so roly poly you will hardly recog- 
nize me.” 

The other was identified by coun- 
sel as the “cheer up letter,” and 
Miss Griffin agreed that she had 
written it. When she was employed 
in the Chicago offices of the com- 
pany, she said, she wrote to Pick- 
rel almost every day to report to 
him. This one read: “Cheer up. Re- 
member we are with you and are 
doing our best to put the Co. 
across.” It told of a puzzle being 
inclosed for “H. R.” The reference, 
Miss Griffin said, was to Helen 
Rae, Pickrel’s youngest daughter. 
She sent the puzzle, she said, be- 
cause Pickrel on a visit to Chicago 
had expressed his intention to get 
one for his daughter, but had 
lacked the opportunity. 

Paid $105 for Apartment. 

She had called Pickrel by his first 
name on a few occasions, Miss 
Griffin testified, but he had not 
used hers, referring to her as “G” 
or Miss Griffin. His custom was to 
refer to another employe in the of- 
fice as “E” or Miss Etling, she said.

I nvestigators Spend — 


With Hoboes 


Community Council Men Find Out Why 
| Boys Leave Home by Living 


in “Jungles.” 


Investigators for. the Community 
Council, posing as hoboes, spent six 
weeks last summer in the “jungles” 
near St. Louis where “knights . of 


the road “congregate between 
trains, gathering information for 
the Council’s committee on migrant 
boys. They were to find out, 
among other things, why boys leave 
home. 4 

The committee’s report, made 
public yesterday, give the answers 
of 122 youths under 21 who told why 
they had left home. Thirty-four 
said it was for adventure, and 19, 
most of them from nearby small 
towns, said they came to St. Louis" 
“to see the sights.” 

The prospect Of work harvesting 
strawberries lured 15 from the fam- 
ily fireside, and 14 said they hoped 
to find work in St. Louis. Nine 
said they went away because their 
families were poyerty stricken, and 
six because they had found definite 
jobs elsewhere. Four were on their 
way to visit relatives, and four. to 
find work in the harvest fields. One 
had escaped from a reformatory 
and another was a fugitive from 
justice. Five had been unhappy at 
home for various reasons, and un- 
happiness at home was a factor in 
the case of most of those ques- 
tioned. 

3000 Hobees Each Day. 

About 3000 hoboes pass through 
the St. Louis district each day dur- 
ing warm weather, the committee 
concluded, and four-fifths of these 
were found on the East Side where 
terminal facilities are more exten- 
sive and the vagrants have been 
accustomed to more hospitable 
treatment. 

The report of the committee, of 
which R. L. Smith, probation officer 
of the Juvenile Court, is chairman, 
urges that the co-operation of: rail- 
roads and motorists in making 
travel more difficult for vagrants 
be solicited, and that police be 
asked to refer to the Juvenile court 
minors under 17 years old. En- 
largement of social welfare pro- 
grams to keep boys interested at 
home and to deal with them when 
they are found on the road is rec- 
ommended. 

Established social agencies in St. 
Louis, the report states, ‘are not 
even touchirg the main stream” of 
the migrant traffic, and those cases 
which come to their attention prob- 
ably are not typical of the mass. 
Life on the road, the investigators 
found, is not easy, but its hardships 


seem to be accepted with little com- 
plaint, possibly because those who 
find it difficult to get by are denied 
the esteem of their associates. The 
boys on the whole were well fed, 
but suffered generally from lack of 
sleep and while they. made efforts 
to keep clean found it difficult to do 
sc. 
Drunkenness Is Rare. 

Drunkenness was rare. The in- 
vestigators found only three cases 
in the six weeks and one of these 
was a mission director. One of the 
least favorable influences in the 
“jungles,” they reported, was the 
“town bum,” who finds his perma- 
nent habitat in such places, and to 
whom the transients look for infor- 
mation on local conditions. 

Many of the vagrants were wom- 
en, clad in overalls. These received 
in general about the sort of treat- 
ment they invited, the investigators 
said, and usually were left to them- 
selves. Families were pitied and 
helped, but men who took their 
families on the road were con- 
demned by their associates. 

Accidents were found to be fre 
quent and serious. Two vagrants 
were killed by trains, one lost both 
legs, and others were hurt by shift- 
ing freight during the period of the 
investigation. 


Little Serious Crime. 

Petty thievery was observed to 
be the rule, but serious crime was 
little in evidence. Vice conditions 
on the road, the committee con- 
cluded, were not as bad as had 
been thought, and appeared to be 
somewhat better than in less free 
and easy communities of men. 

Youths now on the road, the com- 
mittee concluded, do not differ 
greatly from those who have al- 
ways sought the frontiers or the 
big cities: “The difference is that 
the frontier no longer exists, and 
the city can no longer absorb them,” 
the report states. “Some refuse to 
face the facts. Many refuse to re- 
turn home, and most of these ‘the 
road gets.’ 

“They have their rackets; they 
get by by panhandling and spong- 
ing; they gradually acquire the 
typical attitude of the road that 
the world owes them a living. The 
only way we can possibly stop this 
swelling stream is to open oppor- 
tunities for boys, interesting oppor- 
tunities for social and economic 


progress in rural areas, economic} 


opportunities in big cities, and sat- 
isfying activities at home all over 
the country.”

Clothing Bureau’s Need of Gar 
ments Increasing. 
Serving 2500 persons a day, and 
distributing from 20,000 to 30,000 
garments a week, the Clothing Bu- 
reau of Citizens’ Committee at 815 
North Broadway is confronted with 
the most serious problem in its his- 
tory in meeting the requirements 
of needy families as winter ap- 
proaches. : 
Each day as the shelves and 
racks are emptied of their store of 
shoes and discarded clothing, the 
staff wonders where the next day's 
supply will come from, but each 
day it comes, in the form of hun- 
dreds of contributions from families 
all over the city and county. 
Frequently stocks of shoes, suits 
or other particular garments. are 
exhausted, and applicants for them 
must be turned away empty hand- 
ed. Often when shoes are not avail- 
able the bureau may repair those 


worn by the applicant in its shop - 


where seven men are constantly 
employed, but when the shortage is 
of something else, the needy must 
wait until more contributions are 
received. 


Much of the clothing distributed 
by the bureau has been made by 
volunteer Red Cross workers from 
cotton donated by the Government. 
The Red Cross has been the largest 
single source of clothing, but for the 
great bulk of its supplies, the bw- 
reau. must depend on individual 
contributions. These may be taken 
to the bureau, or will be called fof 
if donors telephone CEntral 3365.

It is known that the army plans 
to test many of the new weapons 
it is forging in its ambitious arms 
replenishment plan, airplanes, 
tanks, anti-aircraft defenses and 
motorized artillery. 

Forces Smaller Than Usual. 

The forces engaged ‘- the 1933 
maneuvers will be comparatively 
small in relation to those asesmbled 
for sham warfare in former years. 
Army leaders say this is partly due 
to the small area offered by moun- 
tainous Fukui. It is also pointed 
out that a large proportion of the 
standing army is in Manchuria. 

Underlying the maneuvers cam- 
paign is the desire of army leaders 


to obtain approval of the Cabinet 
and Parliament for the largest mil- 
itary estimates in Japan’s history 
in the 1934-35 budget. 

These estimates, according to au- 
thoritative sources, amount to at 
least 620,000,000 yen (normally 
about $300,000,000) nearly .50 per 
cent larger than the appropriations 
for the present fiscal year. They 
include the costs of a huge pro- 
gram to provide new weapons and 
a bountiful supply of munitions. 


Real Uneasiness in Tokio. 


Competen tnon-Japanese authori- 
ties say they believe there is real 
uneasiness behind recent state- 
ments from the Tokio war office 
describing Soviet military prepara- 
tions in Eastern Siberia as justi- 
fication for intensified preparedness 
on Japan’s part. 

Russian forces east of Lake 
Baikal are said to exceed 140,000 
men, especially strong in the air 
division. Japanese say that some 
300 airplanes are assembled in 
Viadivostok, Khabarovsk and other 
cities, including many heavy bomb- 
ers capable of bombarding Tokio 
and returning safely to their bases. 


The Emperor will be away from 
Tokio nine days. In preparation 
for his visit the police have taken 
utmost precautions to assure his 
safety. They have rounded up sus- 
picious characters, especially those 
tinged with what the police think 
is Communism, not only in Fukui, 
but in eight surrounding prefec- 
tures. 


SUIT ALLEGING NRA IS NOT 
CONSTITUTIONAL IS HEARD 


Federal Judge in Tennessee Ke- 
serves Decision in Case 
Until Monday. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 21— 
A code set up under the National 
Recovery Act was termed “an ar- 
bitrary edict by the President who 
has been made a dictator,” during 
argument in Federai Court here to- 
day on a suit contesting the con- 
stitutionality of the act. 

The charge was made by Carlyle 
Littleton of Chattanooga, attorney 
for Ralph Starrig, 33 years old, a 
former employe of the Southern 
Silkk Mills of Springs City, Tenn. 
Starring filed the suit seeking an 
injunction to prevent the company 
from complying with the underwear 
manufacturers’ code and the Unit- 
ed States District Attorney from 
prosecuting the mills for alleged 
violation of the code. 

Littleton further asserted that 
the code constiuted “terrific coer- 
cion,” and that the Recovery Act 
had the effect of “terrorizing em- 
ployers” and interfering with the 
right of an employe to contract for 
labor. Starring alleged in his bill 
that he was discharged by the com- 
pany because the underwear code 
limited machine hours in the mill. 

Hammond E. Chaffetz, special 
assistant to United States Attorney- 
General Cummings, contended that 
the suit was not brought by the 
party directly affected. He said, the 
Southern Silk Mills, rather than 


one of its employes, should have 
filed such a suit.

BYRD SAILS ON SECOND 
TRIP TO THE ANTARCTIC

He 
emphasized that this expedition — 
for a duration of two years—is not 
for the purpose of flying over the 
south pole, a-feat accomplished on 
his former trip. 

“It is more than likely that a 
flight over the pole will be made, 
but this will be primarily to secure 
further data about an urexplored 
region nearly as large as the con- 
tinent of South America,” he said.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21—The 
controversy between 1600 members 
of the ted Clothing 
Workers’ Union and St. Louis man- 
ufacturers of men’s clothing was 
referred to the St. Louis Regional 
Labor Board today by the National 
Labor Board.

Regional Labor Board Recently 


Appointment of the St. Louis 
Regional Labor Board was an- 
nounced Friday by Senator Robert 
F. Wagner, chairman of the Na- 
tional Labor Board. He stated it 
would be a “tribunal of primary 
jurisdiction, appeals to the National 
Board being made when necessary.” 

Former Circuit Judge Jesse Mc- 
Donald, chairman of the NRA 
mediation board named by Mayor 
Dickmann, was appointed chairman 
of the Regional Labor Board. 
Mayor Dickmann’s mediation board 
has settled all strikes in which dis- 
putants appeared before it in the 
manner it prescribed, both parties 
preparing statements of case and 


appearing together before the 
board. 


The clothing manufacturers have 
refused to appear with union repre- 
sentatives before the board. Strik- 
ers announced their willingness to 
appear when the board was formed 
seven weeks ago. They contend 
manufacturers are violating the 
National Industrial Recovery Act 
by not recognizing the union as the 
chosen representative of the work- 
ers for collective bargaining. 

Jacob M. Lashly, chairman of the 
board of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, sent a télegram to Senator 
Wagner Thursday asking why the 
National Labor Board had assumed 
jurisdiction in the St. Louis strike. 
He referred to “co-operation” and 
preservation of “the mamixum 
amount of local autonomy,” stating 
it to be his understanding that the 
National Labor Board assumed 
jurisdiction only upon appeal from 
a local board. 

Lashly’s message made no men- 
tion of the refusal of manufactur- 
ers to submit the dispute to the 
mediation board. 

McDonald said yesterday he had 
not decided whether he would ac- 
cept the chairmanship of the 
Regional Board which is composed 
of 11 members, the others being 
equally divided among representa- 
tives of industry and labor. He 
also was unable to say what au- 
thority the Regional Board would 
have in dealing with disputants 
who refused to appear before it. 


RICHBERG SAYS NRA HAS BEEN 
SUCCESS BEYOND EXPECTATION 


Admits in Radio Address Criticisms 
of Disappointed But Says Job 
Can’t Be Done in 90 Days. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21—Donald 
R. Richberg, NRA general counsel, 
in a speech today, asserted that up 
to date NRA’S work “has been a 
success far beyond any reasonable 
expectation of what could be ac- 
complished in four months.” 

It was not possible, he said, to 
obtain “the complete annihilation 
in a few months of all the destruc- 
tive forces that have been accumu- 
lating in decades of planless an- 
archistic, industrial government.” 

“As rapid marches to spectacular 
triumphs are succeeded by necessar- 
ily slower progress in moving great 
masses of people forward,” he said, 
“the cheering chorus naturally sub- 
sides and we begin to hear the crit- 
icisms of those who have not yet 
shared increased employment and 
better wages and those who expect- 
ed a miraculous end of the depres- 
sion in 90 days.” 

Richberg spoke over the National

Missouri Association Head 
Says Agriculture Faces 
Complete Collapse Un- 
less Program Is Changed.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 21.— 
William Hirth of Columbia, Mo., 
president of the Missouri Farmers’ 
Association, who conferred here to- 
day with officials of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration, 
issued a statement deprecating the 
farmers’ strike in the Middle West 
but declaring at the same time that 
the present farm relief plans of the 
Government had failed and should 
pe scrapped. 

“With advancing merchandise 
prices under the NRA and the re- 
fusal thus far of the various Fed- 
eral Land Banks to place a com- 
mon-sense value on farm lands,” 
said Hirth, “the position of the 
farmer is more precarious today 
than at any time since the farm 


collapse following the World War. 
“The time has come when the 
prices of our major farm commod- 
ities, so far as domestic consump- 
tion is concerned, must be fixed at 
a point that will enable farmers to 
begin paying off their back inter- 
est taxes, and likewise to begin 
buying the billions of dollars worth 
of merchandise which they so sore- 
ly need. Failing this, two things 
are inevitable: first, the final and 
complete collapse of the basic in- 
dustry of agriculture, and, second, 
the NRA and all similar worthy ef- 
forts will fail of their purpose. 
Deplores Farm Strike. 
“But,” he continued, “tragic as 
the situation is, nothing is to be 
gained by calling a so-called farm- 
ers’ strike, which will immediately 
find itself confronted with the Fed- 
eral guarant, of the free flow of 
commerce between the states. The 
strike therefore has extremely ugly 
possibilities on the one hand, and 
little or no chance of achieving its 
objective on the other. 
“Certainly, before radical steps 
of this kind are taken we ought 
to call a great farm conference at 
some central point. and then in a 
calm and dispassionate manner we 
ought to tell President Roosevelt 
exactly what the farm situation is 
and what will be necessary in or- 
der to cure it. 
“When the present plans were 
adopted, the President said he 
would see to it that they were 
changed if they failed to restore 
the farmers’ purchasing and debt- 
paying power, and no one has the 
right to assume that he did not 
mean what he said.” 


Favors Corn Belt Conference. 
Hirth said that if given a few 
days’ time, he would be glad to call 
a meeting..of the Corn Belt Com- 
mittee, of which he is chairman, 
and invite the governors of the corn 
belt States to sit with it. He be 
lieved that such a joint conference, 
in which the cotton and dairy 
States should also be represented, 
would result in a “real crystalliza- 
tion of opinion.” 

“Nothing,” continued the Missouri 
farm leader,” is to be gained by 


we need and must have is a fixed 
price on our major farm commod- 
ities that will enable farmers to 
save their homes and to take a 
hand in getting the millions of un- 


,, employed in the cities back to 


work. This we cannot accomplish 
by emptying milk cans on the pub- 
lic highways or by stopping freight 
trains which have the right to de- 
mand Federal protection.” 

Hirth declared that the offering 
of new government loans on farm 
commodities, as recently suggested, 
would* “be like pouring sand in a 
rat hole.” 

If the government would see that 
the farmers got a fair price in the 
home markets, Hirth maintained, 
they would not complain if they re- 
ceived nothing more than a ware- 
house receipt for their part of the 
various surpluses, with the under- 
standing that these surpluses would 
be disposed of in the world markets 
if and when those markets could 
absorb them. Under this plan, pred- 
icated on a fixed price for products 
going into domestic consumption, 
the government could do away with 
the “various obnoxious processing 
taxes” and let the different sur- 
pluses shift for themselves.

In company with Senator Clark 
and Representative Clarence Can- 
non, Hirth yesterday called on Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ickes and of- 
ficial of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to discuss a 
threat of dispossession faced by 
2000 farmers on 100,000 acres of 
land in the Grand River drainage 
district of Northern Missouri.

every little bit that can be saved 
helps that much,” Smith said. 
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WANTS NEEDY NEGROES 
PLACED ON FARMS 


Howard U. Dean Says Relief 
- Is Only Postponing 
Problem. | 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Kelly 
Miller, dean of Howard University 
here, today made a plea that the 
National Recovery Administration 
aid Negroes to establish themselves 
on farms. 

“The city Negro has no definite 
function or assured status,” Dean 
Miller said. “The farm is the Ne- 
gro’s best chance and the best help 
the Government can render him in 
this emergency is to aid him to 
avail himself of this chance.” 

The 70-year-old dean, who has 
been connected with the Negro uni- 
versity here as student and profes- 
sor for 53 years, suggested that 
whatever funds are set aside for 
Negro relief be devoted to estab- 
lishing exemplary Negro farm com- 
munities in the South, “where the 
race would have business and social 
centers, with churches, a general 
store and playgrounds, and could 
develop a culture of its owh. Ap- 
prehension was expressed |by the 
educator over the fact that Ne- 
groes during recent years have lost 
4000 square miles of land they for- 
merly owned and tilled. 

Menial City Tasks. 

Citing that one-tenth of the na- 
tional population is Negro, and that 
two-fifths of the: Negro population 
is urban, Miller said members of 
his race “loiter around the outer 
edge of industry and are assigned 
to the manual and men tasks 
which the white man does not pre- 
fer to perform. 

“Under modern improvement of 
machinery and efficiency of meth- 
od,” the educator continued, * “the 
city can no longer furnish work 
enough for all. Prompted by 
the age-old law of self-interest, the 
strong will help themselves first. 
The Negro will become the left- 
over, if not the left-out man. If 
he has the ability to compete, he 
will not be given the chance. 
This exclusion is due immediately 
to race prejudice, but not primari- 
ly so. It is the iron law of compe- 
tition. The Negro, as a minority 


group, is no more the victim of his\- 


color than of his weakness. 

“President Roosevelt intends the 
Negro shall share in the national 
relief measures according to his 
need, not according to his race. 
But after the blue eagle has done 
his emergency task and folded his 
wings, the case will revert to its 
inevitable status. There is no com- 
prehensive outlook for the city Ne- 
gro in such large numbers as have 
already gathered there. Certainly 
such large cities as New York, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia and other met- 
ropolitan centers, North and South, 
cannot hold any greater number of 
Negroes in solution without caus- 
ing a dangerous black precipita- 
tion. This is not pessimism, but 
the plain description of actual con- 
ditions fulfilling themselves under 
our very eyes. 

Closer to Nature. 

“Competition is less keen. and 
conditions of living are easier to 
meet in the country. The Negro 
is more nearly on equal terms with 
his environment, being closer to the 
heart of Mother Nature, who is 
more kindly and congenial with 
him than the artificial conditions 
of city life. The vicissitudes and 
hardships of country life must 
needs be anticipated, encountered 
and overcome. The Negro in the 
city develops in the shade and ac- 
quires a puny and sickly growth. In 
the country alone can he find a 
place in the sun. 

“The Negro\ must out-work and 
under-live the white man in order 
to balance his racial handicap. He 
must take up what the white man 
resigns. He should take over the 
white man’s abandoned farms, if 
need be. The many millions of dol- 
lars which the President’s program 
will allot to the city Negro will 
only effect ephemereal relief. They 
will not improve his permanent con- 
dition. On the other hand, allot- 
ments wisely applied and efficient- 
ly safeguarded on carefully worked- 
out rural schemes would result in 
permanent and lasting improvement 
of the black man’s lot.” 

The dean said Boley, Ok., Mound 
Bayou, Miss., and Log Cabin Cen- 
ter in Hancock County, Ga., repre- 
sented typical enterprises attempt- 
ed on a self-sufficient and self-sus- 
taining basis.

The action is due to reduced 
appropriations allowed for such 
work by the regular 1938 session of 
the Legislature. 

The men to be dropped include 
16 engineers and four accountants. 
The dismissals will reduce the engi- 
neering department to 45 engineers 
ang the accounting department to 
seven accountants. The reduction 
in the commission payroll, as a 
result of the dismissals, will be 
nearly $35,000 a year. 

Previous Cut in May. 

Last May, after passage of the 
appropriations, the commission 
was forced to-drop 40 employes, 
chiefly in the engineering and ac- 
counting departments, due to re 
duced allowances by the Legisla- 
ture. All other employes were re- 
quired to accept a 10 per cent re- 
duction in salaries. The May re- 
duction in forces and the salary re- 
duction cut about $60,000 a year 
from the payroll. 

Virtually all of the 20 employes 
to be dropped Nov. 1 have been 
working on the pending valuations 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co. and 
Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
of St. Louis. 

Five of the 20 employes to be 
dropped are Democrats and 15 are 
Republicans, 
The Laclede and Union Electric 
valuations, ordered to determine 
fair ratemaking basis for the two 
companies, have been delayed some- 


what by the reductions in the com-; 


mission forces. The Laclede val- 
uation may reach the stage of hear- 
ings by the end of the year. Com- 
mission members said they could 
not definitely estimate when the 
Union Electric case would be ready 
for hearings, but they may be 
reached early next year. 
Charges of Utility Lobbying. 
The 1933 Legislature limited the 
commission to $500,000 for valua 
tions, rate investigations and simi- 
lar work, for the biennial period of 
1933 and 1934. This was a reduc 
tion of $250,000 from the appropria- 
tion for such work in the previous 
biennial period. The cost of this 
work actually is paid by the utili- 
ties under investigation, and not 
from State funds. 
The Commission appropriations 
eaused a deadlock and a bitter 
fight in the House in the closing 
days of the regular session, and re- 
peated charges were made by Com- 
mission supporters that utility lob- 
byists were seeking the reduction, 
to curb rate and valuation investi- 
gations.

Of all facts which combine to 
establish this improvement, the 
most cheerful are the figures 
which show every month a decline 
in the number of men and women 
out of work. Since January, our 
unemployment has been reduced 
by 566,338 persons and is now 
lower than at-any time since the 
early part of December, 1930. 

In no month has the drop been 
sensational, but all through this 
year the curve of unemployment 
has been falling steadily and per- 
sistently until today there are 
more than a half-million homes 
where breadwinners that had 
been workless for months, perhaps 
for years, are now going forth 
every morning to do a job and 
earn ‘a living for themselves and 
their families. 


A Steady Improvement. 


The best feature of this im- 
provement is its steadiness. It is 
no seasonal fluctuation and it is 
due to no effort of the Govern- 
ment to find work. It is, never- 
theless, a firm and continuous ad- 
vance. 

It is corroborated by the re- 
turns of British trade. At home, 
there has been an expansion in 
retail sales. That means the na- 


| | tion finds more money to spend 


in its pocket—the natural conse- 
quence of an increase in the num- 
ber of wage earners. There are 
hopeful signs of an ascending 
spiral: more work brings wages 
und these in turn increasing the 
purchasing power and swelling the 
demand for goods, thus bringing 
more work. 

The index on which I have al- 
ways relied as to the state of 
our industrial activity is the re- 
turns of goods traffic’on railways. 
If railways carry more goods, then 
more goods must be manufactured 
and purchased.

Departure From Gold Basis. 

There is no mysterious econome 
ic motive power which swings ine 
dustry into and out of depressions 
with the inevitability of an “act 
of God.” It may be true that we 
have not, as a nation, fathomed 
the causes of our recent and still 
persisting troubles and resolutely 
applied to them intelligent reme- 
dies. None the less, the causes 
were definite, if obscure, and ime 
provements have resulted from ae- 
tions which were beneficial, ever 
if they were adopted only by acci- 
dent. 

Chief among these actions must 
be classed our departure from the 
gold standard in the autumn of 
1931. The humor of that lies in 
the fact that we kicked violently 
against being released from our 
gold bondage by the hand of des- 
tiny. We smashed not only our 
pafty system but our whole fiscal 
system in our convulsive protest, 
We borrowed £80,000,000 for the 
same purpose. Economists proph- 
esied ruin and collapse if we 
failed to maintain sterling in its 
topheavy howdah on the back of 
the golden calf. Luckily we were 
tossed off. 

Many other nations thereupon 
procéeded to do deliberately what 
we had done by accident to their 
own great benefit. 


Goods as True Wealth. 
Departure of so many countries 
from the gold standard helped te 
transfer attention from gold te 
goods.

It is a truism that no government can 
rise higher than its source. Naturally, 
any social unit worthy of the name is 
made up of many individuals, ranging in 
intelligence from the crude knowledge of 
the driveling, insensate man of the gut 
ter, to the superior acumen, the almost 
divine intelligence and culture of the 
most highly educated, all of whom in a 
representative form of government may 
be presumed to have a voice in its affairs.

This being true, the mental processes 
that act as a motivating force in the con- 
trol of these affairs, must, in the last 
analysis, originate in a composite mind; 
a coalescence, as it were, of the varying 
degrees of intelligence among the people, 
better than the mental processes of the 
lowest, but not so good as those of the 
highest. It is not hard to conceive that 
the mental processes of this so-called 
composite mind may, in the course of 
time, lag behind the physical development 
of its bodily counterpart, resulting in 
some form of social or economic chaos. 

It is not too much to conclude that our 
social system, with its many ramifica- 
tions, its vast complexes, its mighty dy- 
mamic forces that have been released by 
the invention and use of the machine, 
has reached just such an impasse as that 
mentioned above. Having been lulled to 
repose by the sirens of a false prosperity, 
the mental development of the national 
or composite mind has failed to keep pace 
with the physical development of its so- 
cial body. If we are to scale the heights 
toward which our destiny would seem to 
point, an effort must be made to bring 
the composite mind in line with the phys- 
ical strength of the social system in 
which it has its being. 

Hope, then, for any material progress 
in the future as a representative form of 
government lies in a superior education 
of the masses, far beyond, perhaps, what 
is now dreamed of by man. To reverse 
the process, to endeavor for long to re- 
duce our dynamic forces to the level of 
what appears to be a dwarfed intelligence 
of the mass mind, is unthinkable, since 
this would result in a partia? or complete 
reversion to obsolete methods.

Fifty years or more ago, Herbert Spen- 
cer, in writing of “What Knowledge Is 
of Most Worth,”: bemoaned the manner 
and mode of education in effect at that 
time as being one of decoration rather 
than of utility, ornamental rather than 
useful, as designed to bring applause to 
the individual rather than personal or 
national well-being. What would he have 
said today in view of the world situation, 
and more specifically, with reference to 
our own social and economic status? 

May we not conclude that our present 
system of public instruction is not only 
inadequate, but, in a way, actually obso- 
lete? On the one hand, do we not spend 
too much time on the ornamental rather 
than the useful; on decoration rather 
than utility, and, on the other hand, too 
much time in developing a high degree of 
ingenuity and skill in the invention and 
operation of machines; of stimulating pro- 
duction, without a corresponding degree 
of instruction in the art of devising chan- 
nels into which this production may be 
diverted for the greatest good to the 
greatest number? In a word, is not our 
system of education not only inadequate, 
but sadly out of balance, in that its ten- 
dency is continuously to develop the ac- 


mation, rather than to cope successfully 
with our social and economic problems? 
It is known that the mind of man is 
blank beyond the pale of his knowledge, 
just as the heavens are blank beyond a 
telescope of given power; that, once this 
knowledge is extended, there is opened 
to view a vast range of discernment, in- 
genuity and research, unimagined, uncon- 
ceived by the former dwarfed intelligence.

Rus- 
sia is undeveloped, a vast area which needs both 
the products of American industry and American 
money. It is impossible to say how far resumption 
of friendly relations with Russia and the extension 
of credits to her might contribute to economic recov- 
ery in the United States. Such people as Col. Hugh 
Cooper believes it would lend great impetus to recov- 
ery. This view is also held by many members of 
Congress, notably by Senators Borah and Norris. 
Foreign Commissar Litvinoff, who has been dele- 
gated to visit Mr. Roosevelt, recently said at London 
that Russia was prepared, under proper conditions, to 
buy a billion dollars’ worth of goods abroad. To do s0, 
she would, of course, have to have credit; perhaps 
very long credit. She could not hope to enjoy any 
kind of credit here unless the United States had the 
fullest confidence in her friendship and honesty. 
Nations, like men, must have character if they are 
to enjoy the confidence of others. 

Mr. Roosevelt strikes a happy chord in his Russian 
note. There is a destiny of nations which transcends 
all such immediacies as that which has estranged 
the United States and Russia. We bear a prophetic 
relation to the rest of the world, and so does Russia. 
It would be to defeat the usefulness of both coun- 
tries for them to turn their backs upon each other. 
Far apart as their political theories and practices 
are, they can still learn from.each other. It is a 
hostile country that interferes with the domestic af- 
fairs of another nation, that repudiates its obligations 
to another nation. It is a friendly country that re 
spects the sovereignty of other nations, their right 
to their own political theories, the sanctity of their 
property and nationals.

In a practical attack upon the high costs of medical 
care, Dr. Joseph G. Berkowitz of Chicago has estab- 
lished a complete clinic known as United Medical 
Service, where all ordinary ills, medical and dental, 
are diagnosed and treated at low prices. Dr. Berko- 
witz, a true medical pioneer, is widely known for the 
brilliant success he made of the Public Health Insti- 
tute at Chicago, where social] diseases are treated at 
nominal charges. 

As in the case of the Public Héalth Institute, Dr. 
Berkowitz is publicly advertising the United Medical 
Service. It is his belief that the oath of Hippocrates, 
forbidding physicians to advertise, is outmoded by 
the conditions of modern life, as he believes many 
other medical methods can be improved by the appli- 
cation of modern business principles. His Public 
Health Institute advertisements created a terrific 
row at Chicago, yet it could never be proved that Dr. 
Berkowitz was not performing a great public service 
or that his treatment of patients was not thoroughly 
orthodox. 

Dr. Berkowitz’s theory, in forming United Medical 


. Pioneering in Low Medical Costs 


Service, is that to assemble all sorts of medical spe- 
cialists under one roof and under one direction makes 
not only for superior diagnosis and treatment, but 
greatly reduces the cost to the individual. He other- 
wise goes from one specialist to another, paying each 
a fancy fee. Thus United Medical Service is offering 
complete health examination for the nominal charge 
of $20 and special examinations at from $2.50 to $5. 

The service also includes hospital facilities. In ob- 
stetrical cases, the charge is $45 and includes pre-na- 
tal care, delivery, use of delivery room, all necessary 
nursing and laboratory tests, and 10 days in hospital. 
Tonsils and adenoids are removed for $20, and the 
charge includes surgeon, operating room, anesthesia, 
nursing and one day in hospital. United Medical 
Service includes facilities and personnel for examina- 
tion and care cf eyes and teeth, and offers all kinds 
of X-ray and laboratory work at extremely low fees. 

Dr. Berkowitz has acted while others have debated. 
If his clinic repeats the history of the Public Health 
Institute, it may be an epoch-making incident in the 


history of medicine.

Several prominent persons -have ex- 
pressed the opinion that this legislation is 
not authorized or permitted by the Constitu- 
tion. Congressman Beck, high authority on 
the subject, declares the Recovery Act is 
the latest and most far-reaching of a long 
series of congressional enactments which 
transfer to the Federal Government powers 
reserved by the Constitution to the states. 

The most revolutionary and, from —the 
viewpoint of constitutionality, the 
doubtful provisions of the act are those 
which authorize compulsory minimum wag- 
es, maximum hours and price-fixing in the 
industrial codes. The Constitution does not, 
in express terms at least, authorize Con- 
gress to enact this or any other kind of 
industrial legislation.

This section 
does not, indeed, say in so many words that 
these are the reasons for holding the legis- 
lation constitutional, but it carries that clear 
implication. The grounds set forth are: a 
national emergency, the general welfare 


and the needs of interstate commerce.

As a matter of history, legislation on its 
face not authorized by the Constitution has 
occasionally been sustained by the Supreme 
Court on grounds of emergency, but only 
when the impending danger was great, 
when the legislation was restricted to a short 
period of time and when the departure from 
the constitutional norths was relatively 
slight. The most conspicuous examples of 
emergency legislation sustained by the court 
in recent years were the Adamson eight- 
hour law on railroads and the war-time rent- 
fixing laws enacted by New York State and 
by Congress for the District of Columbia. 
It is rather improbable that the court would 
sustain the Recovery Act on this basis alone. 
The “general welfare” clauses found in 
the preamble and in Section 8 of the Con- 
stitution present some slight hope of favor- 
able judicial action. Justice O'Donoghue, 
of the Supreme Court of the District of Co-

Not only Congress, but the vast majority 
of the American people, hope the Recovery 
Act will be upheld by the Supreme Court. 
In that happy event, could it be truthfully 
asserted that the court had misconstrued or 
artificially stretched the meaning of the 
Constitution? Could it be fairly charged 
that the court had abdicated one of its high 
functions in response to Congressional ex- 
igencies and popular clamor? I venture to 
submit very briefly some reasons for a nega- 
tive answer to both these questions. 

In his inaugural address, President Roose- 
velt declared: “Our Constitution is so simple 
and practical that it is possible always 
to meet extraordinary needs by changes in 
emphasis and arrangement without loss/of 
essential form.” Obviously, he was still of 
this opinion when he signed the Recovery 
Bill. Chief Justice Hughes has been quoted 
as saying: “The Constitution is what the Su- 
preme Court says it is.” In the practical 
sense, in the only sense that counts when 
the constitutionality of a particular piece of 
legislation is called into question, this state- 
ment is absolutely correct. It will be denied 
only by those who -fail to realize that the 
meaning of the Constitution is not as fixed 
and inelastic as that of a mathematical prop- 
Osition or a dogma of faith.

Concerning the interpretation of the Con- 
stitution, there exist two opposite rules of 
construction. According to the first, the 
meaning and scope of any provision must 
be restricted to the intentions of the men 
who wrote and adopted it. According to the 
second rule, the words of any provision may 
be given an additional meaning, a meaning 
that did not occur to the authors of the pro- 
vision. Of course, the additional meaning 
must be included within the natural and 
usual comprehension of the terms involved.

Schools are still financed, ex- 
cept in a few states, very largely 


one knows what has happened to 
real estate values. 

If assessments are down 50 per 
cent this cuts a major source of 
school income 50 per cent. In ad- 
dition, many property owners 
have not been able to pay even 
reduced taxes. 

In many communities 25 per 
cent or more of the taxpayers 
have not paid the taxes neces- 
sary to operate the schools. Some 
states have saved the situation by 
passihg sales taxes, but frequent- 
ly it has been necessary to de- 
vote the funds raised to unem- 
ployment relief rather than to 
educational relief. 

Meeting the Emergency. 

A few weks ago state superin- 
tendents and commissioners of edu- 
cation met in Washington in emer- 
gency session. Thirty-five states 
were represented. These school of- 
ficials brought last-minute informa- 
tion of school conditions in their 
communities and their plans for the 
present year. 

Their reports indicated that from 
the first the schools have shown an 
ability and a willingness to deal 
with the stern facts of depression. 
They have brought their expendi- 
tures within their income and have 
reorganized school and college units 
to eliminate waste. 

Their efforts along this line com- 
pare favorably with similar efforts 
in government and business. It is 
only where income for school use 
has failed entirely that public edu- 
cation has stopped. 

The school officials have bor- 
rowed money, issued tax anticipa- 
tion warrants to teachers, post- 
poned the purchase of needed sup- 
plies and delayed the repair of 
buildings. 

Under stress they have put off 
the erection of new buildings until 
greatly overcrowded conditions pre- 
vail in hundreds of schools. Now 
state aff has been . decreased in 
many cases, which, coupled with 
the difficulty in collecting taxes, is 
making school operation well-nigh 
im possible. | 

U. 8S. Lends a Hand. 


The Federal Government is giv- 
ing the schools every assistance 
that it is able to under the law. 
The Federal Relief Administration 
under the direction of Harry L. 
Hopkins, Administrator, has auth- 
orized the use of Federal relief 
funds to pay work relief wages to 
unemployed teachers competent to 
teach classes up through the eighth 
grade in rural counties where 
schools are closed because of lack 
of funds. 

He has also authorized the pay- 
ment of work relief wages to needy 
persons competent to teach adults 
unable to read and write English. 
This applies to cities as well as to 
rural counties, and will enable 
many Americanization schools to 
continue their work this year. 

Hopkins explained the working 
of this section of the law to the 
recent Washington meeting of 
state superintendents. It is not 
the intent to relieve any school 
district of the obligation of pay- 
ing a teacher, but to supply rural 
schools which are closed with a 
competent instructor while giving

Helping Unemployed Teachers, 

The selection of qualified and 
needy persons will be handled by 
local school and relief authorities, 
with the minimum of red tape. 
Nevertheless, this’ is essentially a 
measure for the reltef of unem- 
ployed teachers, not untatght 
pupils, and even under its pres- 
ent efficient administration it 
cannot possibly prove an adequate 
means of opening ¢losed schools. 

No Federal funds are available 
to provide other minimum essen- 
tials, and rural districts which 
have operated their schools for 
the last year or two only with the 
aid of borrowed money may be 
unable to raise the small amount 
necessary for books, heat and 
light for the school house, and 
transportation for pupils unable 
to provide their own. 

Some school districts stand to 
benefit by the Public Works pro- 
gram. But here again, whatever 
benefit the schools reap, welcome 
though it is, can be only incidental 
to the relief of unemployment in 
the building trades. 

Public school buildings are 
among the’ projects eligible to re- 
ceive Public Works funds, and 
grants for school buildings are be- 
ing approved wherever they meet 
the tests for eligibility imposed on 
all projects for which aid is asked. 

The Measure of Need. 

The law provides that a project, 
to be approved, must be socially and 
economically desirable, and sound 
from an engineering and technical 
standpoint. It should be part of a 
co-ordinated plan, and will be con- 
sidered in the light of the relative 


located against another’s for im- 
mediate employment. - 

This last requirement and the 
one which -stresses the financial 
ability of the applicant to com- 
plete the work and to reasonably 
secure any loans made by the 
Government may prove a stum- 
bling block to needy school dis- 
tricts. 

The communities whose schools 
have suffered most may be the ones 
which cannot provide adequate se- 
curity for loans. Under the ‘aw, 
the drastic need of a district for a 
school building can be considered 
only in connection with the unem- 
ployment relief that the erection of 
such a building would afford. 

For Direct Federal Aid. 

Educators all over the country 
are urging the necessity of direct 
Federal aid for schools. They ask 
an emergency appropriation for the 
relief of schools this year. They 
argue that the education of the 
children of any community must 
be the concern of the whole coun- 
try; that no child grows up 4 citi- 
zen of his town only, but that he is 
a member of the nation. 

The closing of a rural school does 
not affect that community alone. It 
cannot but be felt throughout the 
country, and for a generation. 

The need for funds is immediate. 
Many schools have opened this fall 
for an indefinite length of time. 
They will operate just as long as 
their money lasts. Othérs have been 
unable to open at all. Heroic ef- 
forts are being made in the schools 
to carry on, and remarkable prog- 
ress in the reorganization of edu- 
cational systems is taking place in 
a number of states. 

Although present efforts in most 
cases must be directed to bridging 
the difficulties of the next few 
months, school officials everywhere 
are determined that this present 
emergency in the schools shall have 
constructive , results, that in their 
reorganization they shall plan .for 
sound progress in the years to 
come.

The plan calls for a huge table-like 
structure 5u00 feet long, 800 feet wide 
and 200 feet high. It is intended as 
a ceniral super-terminus for every 
Known kind of transportation; it is 
especially equipped for the rapid trans- 
fer of freizh: and passengers from one 
form of transportation to another. 
Rail, aireraft, ship and bus lines 
have terminii under a single roof. 

The open spaces between the giant 
piers supporting the ‘“‘table airport” 
can accommodate ships of all sizes and 
descriptions. The bottom stories of the 
building are designed for waiting 
rooms, Warehouses, and a tew offices. 
The upper levels are intended for of- 
fices, hotels, shops and restaurants 


T SUCH a terminus the postoftfice 

would enjov a huee advantag: 

over the present arrangement. 
The transfer of mail from aireraft to 
ships and trains can be earried out 
with the createst ease and dispatch. 
The annual savine of a postoffice in 
a super-terminus is calculated at mil- 
lions of dollars. Pneumatie tubes will 
carry local mail directly into the 
city’s principal postal stations, thus 
eliminating traffic congestion caused 
by mail trucks. 

The saving effected by carriers, it 
is argued, would be passed on to pas- 
sengers, who would enjoy many other 
benefits from this arrangement. Aijir- 
craft passengers, for instance, would 
not have to rely upon the present slow 
transportation from airport to. city. 
Passengers having stOpovers from an 
hour to a month would find all! sorts 
of accommodations and comforts in- 
side the super-terminus. There will be 
hotels, theaters, reading rooms and as- 
semblv halls. 

As applied to New York, the world’s 
greatest seaport, the super-terminus 


will give it numerous advantages over 


the present clumsy system for transfer- 
ring passengers ard treight from ter- 
minus to terminus. The site of the 
proposed station is the Chelsea Docks, 
citv-owned. The building would utilize 
air space now totally wasted. Air, light, 
and an excellent view are also af 
forded.

New War?" published by Harrison Smith and 
,obert Haas, a series of 18 papers written 
at the behest of the Inter-partiamentary Union 
of Geneva by generals of the German, British 
and French armies, officers of the former 
neutral nations, doctors, professors, philos- 
Oophers, lawvers, chemists and economists, 
all reeognized as experts in their fields. It 
is not pacitist propaganda. It is merely a dis- 
passionate? symposium in which experts face 
the yuestion from their standpoint. 

The consensus of these experts is that the 
day ot emergency preparation is over. The 
war of the future, more than any previous 
war, and especially in its military character, 
is expected to be the outcome of long and 
caretul peace-time preparation. It is probable, 
says Lieutenant-General von Metzsch, who 
served in the air and on the German genera! 
staff during the World War, that every hel- 
ligerent equipped with modern arms will, as 
soon as war is declared, attack the enemy 
deep in the interior of his country before his 
forces are fullv mobilized. 

“It would have to show its superiority 
over the enemv without any loss of time.’

Martin Bodker Claimed He 
Had to Be “Wired Against” 


Sound on Account of Electrical Yy_fiaprs 


Waves, But Scientists Declared 
His Condition Mental 
Rather Than Physical.

TACOMA, Washington. 
ARTIN BODKER can take 
his radio or leave it now. 
It used to he he couldn't 
take it. For several years 
he used to writhe in -ag- 
ony when near a radio set 

imams thdt was in operation. § It 
was not the mental anguish many peo- 
le feel when their ears are assaulted 
by sobbing soloists, over-enthusiastic 
announcers, inferior comics and the 
like. Bodker suffered physical pain. 
And because of the theory that in some 
iysterious way the ether waves pro- 
duced this unhappy effect on his body, 
he came to be known as the ‘human 
radio.”’ 

After vainly appealing to physicians 
in several Pacific coast cities for help, 
and finding some relief in a device ot 
his own, he has now been wired 
“against radio sound by a radio en- 
gineer, and can listen to programs 
on the air virtualiy without discom- 
fort without physical discomfort, 
anvVway. 

Bodker is 52 years’ old and has a 
dairy farm at Enumelaw, Washington, 
a short distanee from here. A native 
of Denmark, he came to America asa 
youne man and worked in the mines 
near Butte, Montana. He managed to 
save some money, and at last realized a 
long-standing ambition by acquiring 
the farm. With his wife, son and 
daughter helping in the enterprise, the 
dairy farm: prospered and life went on 
quite heppily for a time. 

Then Bodker bousht a radio. That 
was four years ago, and things have 
never been the same since. 

At first the family. got a good deal 
of pleasure from the radio. It was a 
handsome receiving set, with a clear, 
deep tone. Neighbors often came in to 
lister to it. 

Presentiy, however, Bodker began to 
experience a tingling sensation in his 
body when the radio was goine. He 
didn't immedtately connect his feeling 
with the sound. But one evening it 
suddeniv seemed to him that the loud- 
er the sound the worse he felt. Just 
ihen a loud blare came from the radio 

~and Rodker, who was lying down, 
jumped clear off the bed, nerves a-jan- 
gle, face flushed, body trembling. One 
arm had 2xone up above his head 
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“Turn off that radio!"’ he shouted 
His command was obeyed, and in a 
short time he was feeling quite normal. 
He definitely concluded that the radio 
caused his peculiar seizures, which, he 
noticed, were more violent when. his 
set was receiving from a high pow- 


cred station. His head and neck. 


then his arms and legs, would begin 
to tingle, presently he'd be writhing 
in pain. 

The attacks came upon him even 
when he was in the pasture or milking 
in the barn. “I would stagger around 
in ¢cireles,’ he relates, ‘“‘my hands in 
the air and absolutely helpless. When 
my hands touched ground-—-when. 1 
‘grounded’ myself---the attack would 
stop.’ One time he was ina barber's 
chair when the radio in the shop was 
turned on; there is still a sear on his 
theek where the barber cut him when 
he jumped, Sometimes his vocal cords 
were affected, and he eouldn’t speak. 


ODKER went to doctors’ in 

Enumelaw, in Seattle anc 

Portland without avail. They 
suggested his affliction mighi be a 
result of an attack of influenza. 
suffered some years before. Appeals 
to physicians in Los Angeles and 
San Francisco were equally  fruit- 
less. One thought his ailment was a 
inental disorder. <A spiritualist whom 
he consulted said he was crazy. 

A year or so ago Bodker started 
using a cane wrapped with wire. When 
he held it in a can of water he was not 
zreatly affected by radio waves, he 
says. Just recently, however, Bodker 
has found something even more hel p- 
ful. William G. Gunston, Tacoma radio 
engineer, has devised for him a smal] 
filter, attached to bands wrapped 
around the wrist. The use of this. the 
engineer said, virtually eliminates the 
tlectric waves from Bodker’s body. 

Gunston asserted that Bodker's body 
orlered far more resistance to radio 
and electric waves than the average 
body. “It offers so much resistance,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘that it stores up electricity, 
and this is discharged at intervals with 
such rapidity that he is completely 
upsei,”’ 

Physicians are inclined to be skep- 
tical about the dairyman’'s affliction- 
that is, that it is due to direct action 
of electric waves on his body. It seems 
more likely, in their opinion, that his 
suffering has a psychological cause

The specimens shown in this gailery include early sacrificial types of vessels 
such as were specified for stately ceremonies in the ancient ‘Ritual of Chou,’ as 
well as commemoracive, utilitarian and decorative pieces. Like all ancient 
bronzes which have been long exposed to the elements through burial or other- 
wise, these pieces have acquired a colorful patina or inerustation which greatly 
enhances their charm. 

Among the earliest bronzes in the room is a group of eleven ornamental 
chariot or harness fittings of the Chou dynasty (1122-255 B. C.), aequired from 
the W. K. Bixby Oriental Art Fund. They are decorated with conventionalized 
dragons and ogre heads in relief, motifs which constantly recur in later bronzes. 

The most imposing bronze on view is perhaps a large temple bell which was 
cast about the third century B. C. Made from the spoils of war to 
commemorate the victory of Kine’s armies, as a long inscription states, it is 
appropriately of monumental design. Its 
gracefully sloping sides are decorated with 
rows of circular bosses and bands of con-
